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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1 . There is no separate submission of drawing sheets so the examiner used the 
drawings in the priority documents. 

2. The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1.83(a). The drawings must 
show every feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the ground 
jumper penetrating the shield must be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the 
claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any 
amended replacement-drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on 
the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended.

Specification 

4. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: There 
are no section headings per US practice. 

Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter, which the applicant regards as his invention. 

6. Claims 1-8 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. 

It is not described in the specification or shown in the drawings how the 
ground jumper penetrates the shield. 
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Also, how can the ground shield be crimped onto the cable since the 
drawings only show a top portion in figure 3 at component 9? What can 
cause the vice like crimping action? 

There is an antecedent problem with "the conductor side part of the housing" 
in lines 12-13. 

How can the ground conductor be brought into electrical contact with the 
housing if it is within the flat cable? The examiner will assume this occurs 
during the penetration. 

In the last line what is "the latter" referring too? The examiner will assume 
that this is the conductor side housing. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

8. Claims 2-8 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include 
all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

9. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable 
subject matter (as best understood): Claim 1 the ground jumper penetrating the 
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shield where the ground conductor is brought into electrical contact with the 
housing by crimping the housing onto the grounding jumper. The claims are 
temporarily allowable pending resolution of the 1 12-2 issues. 

Conclusion 

1 0. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The art cited in the accompanying PTO-892 does not teach 
the allowable matter indicated in the paragraph above.
